GRECIAN INDEPENDENCE. 

To-day isthe anniversary of the jnde- 
pendence of Greeods, and the occasion will 
be celebrated while the attention of the 
world is directed to that small but famous 
country as the theater of prospective war. 

The part which Greece has played in the 
drama of the world’s history will al ways 
give to Grecian affairs aconspicuous place 
in the minds of men. Tire story of an- 
cient Greece is luminous with heroic 
achievements and memorable for its con- 
tributions to the world's best literature 


and noblest art. In the highest arenas of 


human endeavor the example of classic 
Greece is a perennial inspiration. The 
narrative of her decline is also full of 
interest, and illustrated the supremacy of 
the mind under the blight of adverse 
physical conditions and the decay of ma- 
terial power; as when the intellectual 
might and charm of Greece took cap- 
tive the qonquering Roman mind“ and 
wielded a loftier rule than that of military 
domination. 

The latest struggles of the Greeks have 
been within comparatively recent times, 
and for that reason are fraught with a 
fresherinterest. The barbarousand odious 
rule of the Turks, which had to be mam- 
tained with a ceaseless struggle, was final- 
ly thrown off after a supreme effort, in- 
volving a display of heroism and self - act 
rifice that was worthy of the antique 
world. These final struggles of the Greeks 
stirred the hearts of men with a universal 
sympathy, and the establishment of Gre- 
cian independence was the occasion of 
heartfelt rejoicing wherever freedom is 
loved and heroism admired. 

During recent times we have heard much 
of the degeneracy of Greece. The sombre 
theme inspired the melancholy muse of 
BYRON, and lesser bards took up the strains 
till thousands of people were charmed into 
misleading conclusions as to the actual 
condition of that storied land. Greece has 
certainly degenerated vastly from her 
earliest glory; but during later times there 
has been a sensible advance in education, 
agriculture, government and industrial 
development. Athens has to-day more 
schools and colleges than any city in the 
world of the same size; the tillage of the 
soil is better than ever before, anfi the 
authorities show a desire and de ina- 
tion to keep abreast of the times in all the 
essentials of modern progress. 
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EQUALIZATION, 

At last the State Board of Equalization 
has done what Secretary McGRaTH recently 
said it had never done and would not do. 
It has corrected some local assessments. 
It has made something like an effort to 
discharge the duty imposed upon it by 
law, of equalizing valuations of property 
among the different counties. In thirty- 
three counties it has raised the assess- 
ment of real estate by ordering 5, 10 or 15 
per cent added to the valuation, and in 
eight counties deductions of 5 or 10 per 
cent from the valuation have been or- 
dered. All town lots and the City of St. 
Louis are left as returned by the local 
assessors, although it is notorious that the 
valuation inst. Louis exceeds that of any 
other locality in the State. Outof defer- 
ence to her local necessities, she will 
be permitted to assess her prop- 
erty twice or thrice as high as the 
average outside valuation and to pay 
two or three times her share of the State 
taxes, although the Constitution and the 
laws positively forbid the State Board to 
permit any such discrimination or to con- 
nive at any such unequal taxation. It is 
estimated that the result of the Board’s 
action will bea net addition of $11,000,000 
to the aggregate of the real estate assess- 
ment. This addition to the assessment of 
the farmers is more than four times the 
addition to the railroad, télegraph and 
bridge assessment of last June. But we 
cannot expect a perfect equalization from 
a Board of new beginners. Let us be 
thankful that the State Board has made 
any motion at all towards equalization, 
and hope that practice will improve its fut- 
ure efforts. b

MEN’S CLOTHES, . 


WHAT IT IS PROPER TO WEAR THIS-SPRING 
AND SUMMER. 


The Latest Things in Conts and Trousers— 
Fancy Waistcoats—The Dress Suit and Its 
Changes—Pantaloons Cat Baggy—Cravats, 
and Their Variations—IiInteresting Informa- 
tion for Men Who Desire to Dress Well. 


To is interesting in noticing the fashions for 
men this year—and as usual the best taste in 
this country takes its cue from London—to 
observe the steadfastness with which usage 
Clings to a few primary and sensible ideas in 
regard to men’s dress, especially in coats. The 
great idea is to drape the figure preserving its 
outline and giving comfort without interfer 
ing with freedom. No matter how trousers or 
Waistcoats may change, it seems as though 
coate are fixed and will remain as they are 
until some total revolution in apparel takes 
place. The four prevailing stvles of coats 
which have now been ‘‘in’’ for many years 
will probably remain many years more. They 
are the sack, the frock, the four-button out- 
away and the dress coat. All of them belong to 
the outfit ot almost every gentleman, no mat+ 
ter whether he mingles in the fashionable set 
or not. The sack or lounging coat is the most 


indispensible, as it is the easiest, the most 
desirable in active, ge movements, and 
the most serviceable when anything but 
| dignity is required. It is worn much for usi- 

ness. The nattiest garment that has come 
into vogue in recent years is the four-button 
cutaway, which avoids carrying around any 
superfluous fabric and is a compromise be- 
tween dignity and ease. The Prince of Wales 
now Wears this kind of coat on the street and 
on almost all occasions not formal enough for 
a dress suit. A frock coatis as usual service- 
able on many occasions Of more or less form.: 
ality, especially at funerals, day weddings and 
for afternoon calls. They are, as a ©, be- 
coming to tall men. 

HOW COATS ARE CUT. 

Thé newest thing noticed in the coats for 
spring and summer this season is that they all 
button lower and show more of the shirt and 
scarf. Dark sack coats with fancy trowsers 
will be more worn than entire suits of the same 
material. The very latest and most fashiona- 
ble material is a sort of curly roughish stuff, 
a Sootch cheviot § calle ‘‘niggerhead.’ 
Another new material is a black cheviot of 
light weight with aself-plaid. A great deal of 
undressed llama- cloth, generally black, will 
be made into coats. Entire suits of home- 
spunsand other light colors will be worn 
again this season and will be fashionable. 
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They are usually made loose and bag 
without seams and are not lined. The coat is 
a sack and the trousers, like all trousers, are 
cut big. 

— overcoats are also cut loose, without 
being shaped in atthe back, and the newest 
materials in use are light drabs and putty 
shades, some in the plain color and others in 
three-line diagonals. All coats are made loose, 
even cutaways, and hardly any smooth-sur- 
faced cloth is used. In overcoats, black diag- 
onals are also fashionable for spring. The 
spring overcoat is worn short. The long top- 
coats which have been in vogue the past 
— Will be used to some extent in travel- 

ng. 
THE DRESS SUIT. 

Some of the cleverest men of the country 
have been hostile to swallow-tails, and there 
are a number of prominent men who can be 
persuaded to don a dress suit only with the 
greatest difficulty, and are ill at ease until they 
get out of it. There are several influential 
gentiemen who refuse to wear dress suits un- 
der any circumstances. But the dress suit as 
a democratic institution and social leveler is 
coming more and more into general use, and 
there is now hardly a prosperous mechanic or 
clerk who is without this insignia of formal re- 
spectability which a few years ago was con- 
fined to fashionable swells, waiters and theater 
ushers. The great argument in favor of the 
8 dress suit is that it gives uniformity 
n evening dress and recognizes no distinc- 
tions of class or caste. Rich and poor, waiter 
and millionaire are dressed alike and serve to 
illustrate to the fullest extent the doctrine that 
clothes do not make the man. Democracy 
secms to be at the bottom of the phenomenon. 
Carlyle, in ‘‘Sartor Resartus,’’ takes a poetic 
forecast of the importance of dress. As 
democracy extends, so the uniform inflexible 
sway of the black cloth suit for men extends 
with it, and there are sigus that among women 
the same causes are at work that may bring 
about similar results. 

UNCHANGEABLE BLACK. 

It requires the most determined efforts now 
to keep women from lapsing into a uniform 
garment—the black silk, which is as incon- 
spicuous and colorless as the dress suit, For 
some timeanew departure has been threat- 
ened in the dress suit and agreat deal has 
been said about the introduction of colored 
dress suits, but all the efforts in that direction 
have cometo naught. Itis doubtful if even 
the prestige of the Prince of Wales could 
make any innovation popular. The handsome 
small clothes, with silk stocking and shoe 
buckles, appear to have died so com- 
plete a death that the enactments of courts 
in Europe and the supposed omnipotence 
to set the fashions enjoyed by royalty in En- 
gland and France have been unavailing tor 
instate it. It seems harder to make a fortun 
—nay, to keep it—than to infringe on the 
tyranny of man’s costume for the evening and 
the majority of men 7 resent the enter- 
prise of those youths who, devoting their 
whole souls to their wardrobe, try to make in- 
novations as small as gilt buttons for the 
waistcoat or a diagonal instead of smooth 
cloth for the coat or a deep purple instead of 
absolute black cloth. The eternal monotony 
ot dress suits has long been a distress to tailors, 
and us the average life of a good dress suit is 
four or five years there are few of them who 
would not welcome a change. 

INNOVATIONS DISCOURAGED. 

But there is to be no change. Even the little 
innovation of white waistcoats seem ephem- 
eral. In one of the latest photographs of 
the Earl of Rosebery, who stands at the top 
of the notch socially and is married to the 
heiress’ of the Rothschilds, he appears in a 
plain black dress suit, witha black waistcoat 
and no ornament, not even a watch-chain. A 
tailor who has just returned from abroad 
made diligent inquiry in London as to any 
possible variations in the dress suit, and was 
unable to hear of any except the introduction 
to some extent of fancy waistcoats and em- 
broidery in colors and fancy buttons on white 
waistcoats. Dress trousers, like all other 
trousers, are being made a little wider, with a 
slight spring over the instep. Broad bands 
down the side are notso much usedin fash- 
ionable circles as they were. 

The one novelty of the season, and curiously 
enough it lies in the realm of the dress suit, is 
the dress sack. It appears that in England 
among the most fashionable men a dress sack 
coat has become admirable for certain occa- 
sions. During the summer, for the most 
formal occasions, and even in winter, to be 
worn by a host on occasions with the most in- 
timate friends, a sack coat made of black 
cloth will be admissible. It was considerably 
used in England last — 2 

While on the subject of dress suits it is 
worth mentioning that in the best society ali 
over the polite world, there is an unwritten 
law that the dress suit should not be worn on 
Sunday. ey at little Sunday night 
gatherings or even dinners, it is considered 
Bad taste to be rigged out in a dress euit, 
though a few callow youths get themselves up 
so when they make Sunday night calls upon 
their lady friends.

STOCK CERTIFICATES. 


Secretaries Not Compelled to Issue Them 
at the Will of Stockholders. 

The Court of Appeals this morning rendered 
a decision of importance to corporations and 
of especial interest to every secretary whose 
duty it is to issue certificates of stock. The 
style of the case is the State ex rel. George 8. 
Mepham, respondent, vs. St. Louis Paint 
Manufacturing Company et al., appellant. 


Mepham, who held a certificate for thirty- 
three shares of stock in the defendant cor- 


poration, applied to the Secretary of 
the company for an exc of 
five certificates for his one. Tho 


secretary refused to grant his request, as Mep- 
ham gave no valid reasons for the change. 
Mepham accordingly applied to the Oircuit 
Court for a writ of mandamas on the company 
to compel the issue of the certificates. 
The court ted the writ and the defend- 
ant appealed. Judge Rombauer in giving the 
opinion of the Co of Appeals held that it 
was not the duty of the company to issue a 
number of oertificates to any one stock- 
holder at his mere whim or caprice, without 
assigning any valid reason for the same. 

If any pecuniary damage resulted to the 
stockholders from the non-issuance of the 
certificdtes, he had an adequate remedy at 
law in a suit for damages and an application 
for awrit of mandamus did not lie in sucha 
case. 

Ae nothi of this kind was alleged in the 
ao a the lower court erred in granting the 
writ. 

The writ was accordingly quashed and judg- 
ment entered in the upper court for the de- 
fendant company.

An Irish ministry will con- 
trol the magistrates and police, and under- 
dertake the enforcement of the laws and have 
supreme authority over all Irish affairs, 
except the military forces’of the crown, which 
will remain unaer the exclusive control of the 
Vieeroy. The Viceroy will be appointed by the 
crown, and will propably be as non- 
political as the Vicaroy of India. He will not 
have a seat in the Imperial Cabinet, nor 
go out of office with any change 
of party at Westminster.

. military force, will be under the 
direct orders of the Viceroy, as 
the other Imperial troops gar- 
risoned in Ireland. Provision will 


be made for the gradual conversion of the 
constabulary into a civilian or municipal 
force. The statutory parliament will impose, 
remit and collect all 
land and defray from the same the cost of the 
local administration. The whole of the cus- 
toms excise will be inthe hands of the Irish 
Parliament. The only limitation Imposed upon 
the fiscal power of the new body forbids the 
imposition of a protective tariff which would 
CLOSE THE IRISH MARKET 

to English goods. The customs excise and 
other taxes levied by the Irish Parliament will 
be collected by Irish officials, but an 
Imperial receiver will be appointed, who 
will be empowered to receive the proceeds of 
the customs excise to satisfy the various pref- 


erential charges in the shape of a 
payment of an imperial tribute and 
interest on guaranteed loans. The tribute 


and interest willbea first charge upon the 
Irish revenue. The tribute will be fixed in ad- 
vance, and be collected byareceiver. It will 
be fixed before the statutory Parliament is 
established, and will govern the 
number to the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. The number of Irish members 
will not much exceed ascore. They will only 
ait in the House of Commons when ques- 
tions involving imperial considerations are 
under discussion. When the business before 
the House is exclusively English or Scotch, 
no Irish member will de admitted. 
The House of Commons will not be al- 
lowed to pass any laws for Ireland or 
interfere in any way with Irish affairs,

A GREAT CONFLAGRATION,. 


Mills and Lumber Burning at La Crosse, 
Wis.—Half a Million Loss. 
LA Crosse, Wis., April 6.—A fire broke out 
in John Paul's and Charies L. Colman’s lum- 
ber yards at 10 o'clock, this morning, de- 
stroying both mills and several million feet of 
lumber.

EXTENSIVE PREPARATIONS FOR STREET 
IMPROVEMENTS MADE TO-DAY. 


An Important Meeting of the Board of Public 
Improvements—Payment of Cofipons—News 
and Gossip from the City Hall To-Day. 


The Board of Public Improvements met to- 
day, and disposed of the largest lot of street 
work to be done that it has considered during 
the past year. Inthe first place the Street 
Commissioner submitted to the Board his 
estimates of the cost of the new 
work it is proposed to de done 
in the coming fiscal year. A glance at the fig- 
ures and names of the streets given below will 


show to what extent street improve- 
ment in St. Louis is to de carried. 
The estimates are as follows: Broadway 


from Mullanphy street to Hempstead avenue, 
$6,775; Broadway, from Hempstead avenue to 
Chambers street, $1,138; Broadway, from 
Chambers street to North Market street, 
$2,494; Broadway, from North Market 


to St. Louis avenue, $5,665; St. Louis avenue 
to Dock street, $8, 427 Broadway from Dock to 
Destrahan street, $4, 643 ; and Broadway, from 
Destrahan street to Bremen avenue, $5,352. 
This will give a clear line of solid 

avement the entire length of Broadway. 

he Commissioner then turns his attention to 
the south side of the town and starts in as fol- 
lows: Chouteau avenue, from Second Caron- 
delet avenue to Jefferson avenue, $15,002. 
The west then comes in for its share, and 
Franklin avenue, from Jefferson avenue to 
Compton avenue, is put down at an estimated 
cost of $1,424; Easton avenue, from Leffingwell 
to Garrison avenue, $542 ; Easton avenue from 
Garrison ta Compton avenue, $81; Easton ave- 
nue from Compton to Grand avenue, $5,024.
